EN. LEE did not have men enough to attempt a siege of 

G Washington. He decided that the next best thing to do would | 
be to move north into Maryland, free it from ‘‘the foreign 
joke,’ and then go into Pennsylvania and take Harrisburg. by 
tho 7th of September his whole army had crossed the Potomac. 
Just a little way north of the river lies the little town of Frederick, 
where Stonewall Jackson is supposed to have encountered that | 
patriotic old lady, Barbara Frietchie. Meanwhile, Gen. McClellan | 
had been restored to his old post of Commander in Chief of the 
Union forces. As a contrast to Pope, he was given a hearty wel- 
come.

Lee entrenched himself upon Antietam Creek, 
which flows into the Potomae from the morth, and here McClellan 
attacked him.
